DETROIT, Nov. 17.—The unusual 
question as to whether management 
should give labor a voice in the 
determination of production consti- 
tuted a major issue today as long 
drawn out negotiations continued 
between representatives™ of the 
Chrysler Corporation and the United 
Automobile Workers of America, 
affiliated with the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, preparatory 
to the formulation of a new 
contract. ; 


The union takes the position that 
assembly line production falls un- 
der the category of working con- 
ditions over which it should have 
some control; the company that” it 
is fundamentally a prerogative of 
management. 

Other basic differences, some 
eventually tied in with the produc- 
tion problem, include arbitration of 
grievances, creation of a union 
shop, and reinstatement of certain 
dismissed employes. 

Production control, of vital im- 
portance to the automotive indus- 
try, came to the fore the first of 
last month when the union adopt- 
ed a slow-down campaign in key 
operations along the assembly lines, 
cutting production to such an ex- 
tent that the company closed its 
plants. In an ensuing exchange 
of recriminations the company as- 
serted it was faced with a produc- 


tion strike while the union con- 
tended its members were victims 
of a lockout and demanded the 
reinstatement of 128 union men 
fired as participants in the slow- 
down.

The dispute has lasted 43 days, 
longer than the General Motors 
strike in 1937 when the union won 
recognition as a bargaining agency 
for its members, and production is 
paralyzed in the second largest con- 
cern in the automobile industry. 

About 55,000 Chrysler workers are 
out of work besides 15,000 at the 
Briggs Manufacturing Co., which 
supplies bodies. Thousands of 
others in affected supply plants are 
jobless. 

The wage loss to Chrysler factory 
workers alone was estimated to be 
around $8,000,000. Ten thousand 
dealers throughout the country are 
without new cars at the time when 
the universal introduction of 1940 
models whets competitive ‘condi- 
tions. The company is more than 
100,000 _ automobiles and 30,000 
trucks behind schedule. 

The slow-down technique, held by 
the company to be a brother to the 
sitdown strike, which it also ex- 
perienced, reached its full develop- 
ment soon after Sept. 29, when the 
CIO union won a victory in the 
Chrysler plants in an election con- 
ducted by the National Labor Rela-

Men between the ages of 35 and 
50 serve in the home battalions, 
whose duties involve guarding vul- 
nerable spots in Britain so that 
regular troops may be released for 
more active service. 

Women of the auxiliary, which 
will be increased from 20,000 to 
40,000, serve as clerks, cooks, chauf- 
feurs and in other capacities be- 
hind the lines,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 (AP). 
HE United States Govern- 
ment manual came out yes- 
terday. ; 

It is a 55l-page volume “de- 
signed as a reference book to 
provide source material that will 
answer questions concerning, 
the authority for and the organ- 
ization and procedure of the 
Federal agencies and institu- 
tions.” 

“The executive branch gets 
by far the most space, 382 pages. 
The legislative end has 26 pages 
and the judicial end, seven.

Use of $90,000 Fund. 
School employes each year give | 
mer cent of their salaries to char-| 
ty. About $60,000 of the $90,000) 
they donate is given to United 
Charities. The rest is allocated to 
several charities approved by prin- 
cipals at a meeting called at the 
beginning of each schoo? year by 
Dr. Gerling.

Board Member as -Salesman. 

Some of the bonds were pur- 
chased from Festus Wade Jr. & Co., 
Which is no longer in business. 
Richard Murphy, a member of the 
Board of Education, was associated 
with that firm and is now a bond 
salesman for another firm. In a 
conversation yesterday in Susanka’s 
office with the reporter, Murphy 
said the relief fund was in excellent 
condition. 

In 1934, Dr. Gerling was associat- 
ed with Murphy in the Real Estate 
Equity Co., a concern for specula- 
lve investment in real estate, which 
offePed its stock to school employes 
and the public. The following year, 
Dr. Gerling resigned as a director 
of the company, announcing that he 
Withdrew because he did not wish 

have his motives misconstrued, 

‘ter a question had been raised 
&s to his interest in the business. 

Reports on the condition of the 
relief fund have been made _ to 
Principals who were supposed to 
pass the information along to teach- 
‘rs. However, in many cases, that 
was not @one. This year, reports 
are to be made to all teachers and 
&chool employes direétly. 

New Committee to Be Named. 

Acting Superintendent Underwood 
said Dr. Gerling would appoint a 
pmmittee of principals, teachers 
nd other employes soon to decide 
how the charity contributions will 
be divided. One year the recom- 
mendations by Dr. Gerling on the al- 
locations were approved by the prin- 
Cipals, assisted by several teachers. 
who. “happened to be around the 
building at the time,” an instruction 
Gepartment clerk said. 

There is some ‘question as to 
Whether the relief fund comes 
Within the scope of the investiga- 
tion of school board matters by 
Boyd, Cronk & Co., auditors. Char- 
tty contributions by school em- 
Ployes are considered separate 
from board matters. However, the 
board delegated authority to Dr. 
Gerling to direct the annual char- 
ity campaign. 

Assistant Superintendent Haw- 
kins said he formerly signed 
checks for the relief fund with Dr. 
Gerling’s name and his own but 


expense is justifiable. 

Until a bequest from the estate 
of Mrs. Alpha H. Ruf was made 
last year, the relief fund was not 
incorporated, although a balance 
was carried over from year to 
year. In making his audit, 5Su- 
sanka said, he did not consult the 
minutes of the meetings at which 
the allocations were made, but did 
check all expenditures. 

Money donated by school em- 
ployes goes not only to United 
Charities and the Pupils’ Relief 
Fund, but also to the Salvation 
Army, Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. 
Last year $1000 of the $92,602 fund 
was given to Shaw’s Garden in ap- 
preciation of the facts that school 
children often visit the garden and 
the institution needed funds. 

Meanwhile, Rodowe Abeken, at- 
torney for Charles Lee Barr, former 
school supply commissioner, who is 
under indictment on charges of em- 
bezzlement, announced his client 
would tell Circuit Attorney Frank- 
lin Miller next week what he knows 
about the $11,324 shortage found in 
his department by auditors. 


500 WOMEN IN EAST ST. LOUIS 
BEING ASKED HOW THEY’ LIVE 


Survey Made by Y. W. C. A. to Find 
Out Whether It Is Meeting 
Community Needs. 

A survey to determine the habits 
and needs of 500 East St. Louis 
girls and women between the ages 
of 16 and 35 is being made by the 
East St. Louis Y. W. C. A. in an 
effort to find how well it is serv- 
ing the needs of the community. 
A door-to-door canvass of 26 city 
blocks, representing different eco- 
nomic levels and nationalities, ‘is 
being made by six graduate sociol- 
ogy students, directed by Prof. 
Stewart A. Queen of Washington 
University, aided by 20 volunteer 
woman workers. Women inter- 
viewed are asked questions under 
15 headings, ranging from how 
many times they have changed 
their addresses in the past year to 
how often they visit cocktail bars 


or taverns.

IN U. S. INQUIRY INTO

of any “kick-back” of attorney fees 


paid to Guy C. McMillen by Union 
Electric. 

Actually, it is alleged, Laun had 
known fo ra number of years of 
a Union Electric “kick-back” sys- 
tem; that he knew of instances 
where McMillen and other law- 
yers, whose names the grand jury 
did not know, had returned to the 
copmany all or part of the money 
they received for purported legal 
fees, and that Laun personally had 
participated in this practice. It is 
edded that for many months Mc- 
Millen had made regular “kick- 
backs” to Laun or Laun’s secre- 
tary of money paid McMillen by 
Union Electric for purported coun- 
sel fees. 

Each count states that the mat- 
ters of alleged false testimony were 
material to the SEC inquiry. 

Martin Indictment. 

The indictment against Salesman 
Martin, in two counts, deals with 
the planting by Union Electric, 
through Martin, of a propagandist 
for the company on the staff of the 
St. Charles Cosmos-Monitor, as part 
of the fight against municipal own- 
ership of the electric utility in St, 
Charles. | 

The perjury charges arose. from 
Martin’s testimony before SEC rep- 
resentatives last Jan. 17 and 19 in 
connéction with the details of this 
arrangement. There are numerous 
allegations that Martin swore false- 
ly that he did not know about these 
details. 

Maximum penalty for perjury un- 
der Federal law is five years’ im- 
prisonment and a $2000 fine. 

It was learned that the perjury 
matter was the only phase of the 
SEC investigation of Union Elec- 
tric presented to the grand jury. 

Laun, who resides at 7771 Davis 
drive, Clayton, resigned as a vice- 
president of Union Electric last 
spring under circumstances 
amounting to removal. Martin, 
still carried on the payroll as a 
salesman, lives at 144 South Maple 
avenue, Webster Groves. 

-Laun Kept on Payro 

Since his removal from office, 
Laun has been kept on the company 
payroll at his former salary, $15,000 
a year, assigned to duties in con- 
nection with defense of the com- 
pany against any charges which 
might come out of the SEC inquiry. 

Union Electric Co. is one of the 
largest corpor: tions in Missouri, 
with balance sheet assets for itself 
and subsidiaries of $255,963,497 as 
of last Dec. 31, and income last 
year from sale of electricity and 
other utility service of more than 
$30,000,000. It is a subsidiary of the 
North American Co., a registered 
holding company under the Fed- 
eral Holding Company ct. 

At the time Laun resigned as an 
officer, the resignations of Louis 
H. Egan as president and Frank J. 
Boehm as executive vice-president 
also were announced. They, too, 
have been receiving their former 
salaries, $60,320 and $42,120 an- 
nually, and have had the same 
duties as were assigned Laun. 


Laun Chief Lobbyist. 

As a Union Electric vice-presi- 
dent in charge of real estaf® and 
tax matters, Laun established him- 
self as the company’s chief lobby- 
ist. He traveled extensively 
throughout the territory served by 
Union Electric and acquired a 
wide acquaintance with legislators 
and other public officials. 

With the building of the com- 
pany’s huge hydro-electric plant at 
Bagnell, Mo., on the Osage River, 
completed in 1931, Union Electric 
political activities expanded. In 
1933 it maintained an extensive 
lobby at Jefferson City in support 
of the notorious Buford “mystery” 
bill which was intended to weaken 
State regulation of public utilities.

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CLEANERS BEGIN rIRING 
NONUNION EMPLOYES 


Twenty-one dry cleaning estab- 
lishments which were closed Nov. 
8 by a strike of two A. F. of L. 
unions are gradually resuming op- 
erations with non-union employes, 
it was announced today. 

Charles H. Spoehrer, attorney 
for the Dry Cleaners’, Exchange of 
St. Louis, which represents the 21 
firms, said limited’ operations be- 
gan Wednesday after an ultimatum 
to the unions had expired. His 
statement did not apply to eight 
other concerns which were closed 
by the strike. 

Spoehrer said the firms were 
hiring back some members of. the 
striking unions, the International 
Association of Cleaning and Dye 
House Workers and the Cleaners, 
Laundry, Linen and Towel Chauf- 
feurs’ Union. , 

Officers of the unions could not 
be reached.

Laun’s political activities became 
practically Statewide, as the com- 
pany interested itself in the selec- 
tion of members of the Legislature 
and other public officials. Both 
Democratic and Republican party 
workers came to know the company 
as a source of campaign funds. 
Such political contributions, how- 
ever, never appeared.as such in the 
records and reports filed with the 
State Public Service Commission 
and the Federal Securities and Ex- 
change commission. 

Martin has been with the com- 
pany since 1935 as a salesman. 
Before that he was a salesman for 
the Fairbanks-Morse Co., which 
supplies power plants «for .munici- 
pal electric systems. For Union 
Electric, Martin traveled through 
the Missouri counties served by the 
company. He frequently partici- 
pated quietly in campaigns against 
municipal plant proposals. 

In the exposure of Union Elec- 
tric political and propaganda activ- 
ities at St. Charles, published ex- 
clusively by the Post-Dispatch last 
Jan, 17, Martin was named as hav- 
ing made arrangements for *bay- 
ment of¢the salary of Leslie B. 
Harrison, a company propagandist 
maintained on the staff of the St. 
Charles Cosmos-Monitor in the 
guise of a reporter, and for the 
financing of certain political activ- 
ities in opposition to city light 
plant proposals. 

The same day the St. Charles ex- 
posure was printed agents of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, who already had started a 
comiprehensive investigation of 
Union Electric political activities 
and business practices, went to St. 
Charles and began taking sworn 
testimony of persons named in the 
discldsures. 

They were unable to find Martin 
either in St. Charles or at the com- 
pany’s St. Louis headquarters. Late 
that afternoon, however,, Martin 
drove into St. Charles, having been 
out in the State all day, and went 
immediately to the office of. the 
Cosmos-Monitor and then to the 
Moose Club. He was at once served 
with a subpena by the SEC agents 
and his testimony was taken under 
oath before he had an opportunity 
to confer with his St. Charles asso- 
ciates.

One teacher questioned the abil- 
ity of the school personnel along 
these lines, however, remarking: 
“School teachers are among the 
most gullible purchasers in the 
world, who could profit immensely 
by a little education in sensible 
shopping themselves.” 

Problem of the Gifted Pupil. 

Instruction at grade and high 
schools seldom meet the needs of 
the gifted chlid, speakers agreed 
in a debate on the problem of how 
to provide educational facilities 
for such pupils. 

Describing the gifted child as 
one with a high intellectual rating 
and deep emotional problems, Dean 
Vest C. Myers of the Southeast 
Missouri State Teachers’ College, 
said that “we lose too many of 
them in education, because the 
gifted child quickly sees the oppor- 
tunities of leaving school to go to 
work, while his duller brother stays 
on in school.” 

The gifted child is often’ the 
‘ugly duckling” in his own home 
and is neglected in school because 
it is thought he does not need in- 
tensive training, one speaker said, 
adding that the child should have 
an enriched education, on a broad 
base, so that he can acquire the 
equipment that will direct him to 
his intended place among the lead- 
ers of humanity.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 17.— 
Spending by the State government 
this year in excess of its revenues 
virtually will exhaust the State. gen- 
eral revenue fund by Jan, 1, it was 
learned today and the State may 
have difficulty in meeting its De- 
cember pay roll before new tax 
collections, for 1940 operations, 
reach the Treasury. 

Both State Auditor Forrest Smith 
and State Treasurer Robert . W. 
Winn said today the State wo be 
fortunate to break even on th¢-gen- 
eral revenue fund—major operating 
fund for most of the State depart- 
ments—at the end of- the year. 
Winn said the general revenue fund 
was at the lowest ebb in his three 
years as treasurer. 

Neither of them would hazard a 
guess as to whether the 1939 situa- 
tion of revenues falling short of 
expenditures would extend through 
1940, the second year of the 1939- 
1940 biennium and the closing year 
of the present State administration. 

Balance Dwindled Away. 


dwindled away at an average rate. 
of about $450,000 a month for the 
first 10 months of the year. 
Auditor Smith said the net bal- 
ance in the general revenue fund 
on Nov. 1, was $287,888. He esti- 
mated receipts into the fund in 
November would be about $2,500,000 
of which one-third must be set 
aside by law, for apportionment to 
the public schools, which with ,the 
balance would leave about $2,000,- 
000 available for November general 
revenue expenditures. He  esti- 
mated the November requirement 
for bills and payrolls at about $2,- 
500,000 and said the fund would fall 
about $500,000 short of meeting 
these requirements on Dec. 1. 


Anticipated heavier revenues in 
December, including a part of the 
property tax, collections should 
make up this deficiency ,by Jan, 1, 
but the State would barely break 
even, Smith said. Smith said it 


was doubtful if the State could fol- 
low its usual custom of giving 
State employes their December sal- 
ary checks before Christmas, unless 
county collectors transmit collec- 
tions of the State property taxes 
earlier than usual. Most of the 
property tax is paid in December 
and reaches the treasury at inter- 
vals until the middle of January.

He said the average load 
of a service car was four passen- 
gers and the peak load eight; that 
the drivers earned meager liveli- 
hoods, and that the service cars 
pioneered in transportation in some 
districts, coming five years before 
the busses. Average gross earnings 
of a service car are $7.50 to $8 a 
day, but net earnings are only 
about $25 a week, it was declared 
by M. C. Redman, United Service 
Car general manager. 

Timothy R. (Ted) Cronin, head 
of the clique controlling the service 
cars, insisted that service cars 
should not be classified with busses, 
adding that busses could stand an 
increased tax.

Browder, Communist leader, was 
denied permission to speak at Har- 
vard University because he is under 
a criminal charge of obtaining a 
passport under a false name. The 
Princeton political and debating so- 
ciety held “his civil liberities have 
been suppressed.” 

The resolution they rejected read: 
“Resolved, That the activities of the 
American Legion have been con- 
ducive to the best interests of 
American democracy.” 

It was defeated, 60 to 29, after 
speakers had said the activities in- 
cluded red-baiting, support for com- 
pulsory teachers’ oaths and censor- 
ship of text books.

are eno big bloody battles. 


Return to Plans of Past. 


As a matter of fact, the World 
War was the exception, whereas 
this war marks a return to the 
pattern of the great wars of the 
great commanders of the past. As 
Capt. Liddell Hart has pointed out, 
Conde, for example, conducted six 
campaigns in which he fought only 
four battles; Turerne eonducted 
two campaigns without a battle; 
Marlborough fought four battles in 
10 years of war, in his earlier 
great campaign; Napoleon was very 
sparing of battles. One might add 
that Hitler himself, before he be, 
came confused, conducted two .suc- 
cessful campaigns, one against Aus- 
tria, the other against Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, without fighting a Dattle.

There is reason to think that, for 
the present at least, Hitler’s of- 
fensive in the West has been 
frustrated. Naturally, one cannot 
be certain of this since many of 
the facts are hidden, and we are 
compelled to make inferences from 
the few facts which are not hid- 
den. 


But what we do know seems to 
indicate that Hitler and the Nazis, 
were exploring the idea of an of- 
fensive in The Netherlands, pro- 
viijing they could count on the 
continuing neutrality of Belgium. 
For then Belgium would have pre- 
vented the Allies from getting at 
the Germans installed in The 
Netherlands. 

The scheme seems to have been 
frustrated by the decision of the 
Belgian King to stand with The 
Netherlands, in other words, to 
go to war if his neighbor was at- 
tacked, and thus to let the French 
and British armies reach Hitler’s 
armies. 

We do not know that this was 
the Belgian decision, but the fact 
that Leopold and Wilhelmina have 
made a joint offer of mediation is 
almost certain evidence that they 
mean .to stand together. 

We may, therefore, conclude that 
when Hitler failed to isolate The 
Netherlands politically, his generals 
ruled that an offensive through the

There are several points from 
which the spook of possible Asiatic 
entanglement gibbers at Uncle 
Sam.

There is visible evidence all over 
Washington of McNutt’s wooing of 
the liberal elements of the party. 
Manifestly, if he can persuade the 
New Dealers that he is a man of 
liberal convictions, his chance for 
the presidential nomination. will 
be immeasurably increased. 


There have been passages in 
McNutt’s recent speeches striking- 
ly similar, in thought, to the fol- 
lowing from the preamble of the 
document in question: 

“America has to be prepared for 
unpredictable events, the shape 
and timing of which are beyond 
our power to cogtrol. A year from 
now, North America may be iso- 
lated in a ring of hostile air and 
naval bases. Or there may be a 
new peace followed by economic 
collapse, and by the certainty of 
future wars. 

“Our own business is not mere- 
ly to strengthen our external de- 
fenses to meet the worst possible 
outcome of the present war.

the reason why the Dutch Prime 
Minister was able to speak so con- 
fidently about the security of his 
country.) This also would appear to 
explain why, in his authoritative 
comment, Signor Gayda said at. last 
with such assurance that “The 
Netherlands is. not menaced.” 

These developments may explain 
also the subtle but, it would seem, 
immensely significant change both 
in the manner and the substance of 
the British and French official ut- 
terances. I refer particularly to 
the tone of Winston Churchill’s 
speech, and to the contents of the 
French reply to the Dutch-Belgian 
offer of mediation. 


Expect War to Develop. 


We should note that, for the 
first time since the war began, 
therc is in the French reply an 
official commitment not only to the 
Czechs and the Poles, but to the 
Austrians cs well. 

The inclusion of Austria in sucha 
statement of war aims is, I suspect, 
an event of outstanding “import- 
ance. Taken in conjunction with 
the tone of Mr. Churchill’s speech, 
in which for the first time a Brit- 
ish statesman has taken the psycho- 
logical offensive against Hitler— 
in conjunction also with the prob- 
ability that Hitler has been blocked 
in the Low Countries—the French 
reference to Austria would seem to 
show how the Allies expect the 
war to develop. 

It indicates we may venture to 
speculate that they intend to hold 
Hitler at bay in front of the Magi- 
not line and the neutral boundaries 
of The Netherlands and Belgium, 
checking his air force by their own 
growing power to hit back—and 
then that they hope to create a 
new front in the direction of Aus- 
tria and Czecho-Slovakia. 

It is here that Hitler is most 
vulnerable. For here the popula- 
tion is disaffected. Here there is 
no great fortified barrier. And 
here, above all, the vital interests 
of Italy are involved. 

For two months, Mussolini has 
been reminding us that he is pur- 
suing a purely “Italian” policy. 
What is an Italian policy? Has it 
not always been to make Italy se- 
cure against military invasion 
from Austria, and then to extend 
Italian influence in the Danube 
Valley and in the Balkans? 

Compared with that primary 
Italian interest, the African claims 
are a sideshow. And is it not a 
fact that in 1934 Mussolini mobil- 
ized on the Brenner to keep Hitler 
out of Austria, and does any one 
who knows Italy suppose that Mus- 
solini or any other Italian regards 
Hitler in Austria as anything but a 
menace to Italian security and 
Italian influence? 

Mussolini has had to pretend that 
he acquiesced in the Austrian an- 
nexation. But that was while Hitler 
dominated Europe. Today, especial- 
ly after the Nazi pact with Commu- 
nism, the Austrian question must 
outweigh all other questions for the 
Italians, and as soon as the situa- 
tion is ripe for undoing the dis- 
aster which befell Italy when Hit- 
ler seized Austria, we shall, I be- 
lieve, see an Italian intervention in 
one form or another. : 
Turning Point in Strategy. 

Since the situation is not yet 
ripe, Mussolini will continue to 
strengthen his defenses and have 
his newspapers give some verbal 
comfort to the Nazis. But once it 
is certain that Hitler is blocked in 
the West, that he is blocked by 
Russia in the East, that the Allies 
are securely in command of the 
seas and have crganized a supply 
of munitions from this country and 
elsewhere, the situation will begin 
to ripen. 

The Nazi threat to Italy will in- 
crease. For there is no other road 
open for their expansion, except 
into the Balkans. On the other 
hand, as the power of the Allies 
becomes more formidable, and as 
they have forces beyond those 
they need for the defense of the 
Western front, the conquered Aus- 


— and Czechs will begin to 
stir. 


which can come to liberate them. 
Finally, it will be evident to Italy, 
to. Great Britain and to France 
that there is no way to stop the 
westward progress of Communism, 
and no way to restore the Poles and 
Czechs, except by reconstituting a 
great Power in the Danube Valley. 

That, I think, is why the mention 
of Austria in the French note is a 
turning point in the grand strategy 
of the war. It is the beginning of

The Interior Department chal- 
lenged the right to private owner- 
ship of the property as early as 
1925 but it was not until 1935 that 
Ickes started the action which re 
turned it to public ownership. 

He said that extraction of min- 
eral resources by private interests 
had amounted to 4,978,000 barrels 
of crude oil valued at $8,300,000; 
60,140,000,000 (60 billions) cubic feet 
of dry gas, valued at $3,000,000 and 
12,981,000 gallons of gasoline val-

Diggings in Tropical Asia Indicate Human 
Race Sprang Up Simultaneously in Sev- 
eral Parts of the Earth. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 17 (AP). 
—A calendar of the great Ice Ages 
which goes back a million years 
and changes the picture of man’s 
beginnings was described to the 
American Philosophical Society to- 


day. 

The calendar divides the past mil- 
lion years into seven great days 
and shows that man was already 
widespread on the third day, nearly 
hglf a millioh years ago—a time 
when scientists’ have thought him 
just beginning. 

The calendar is made of the grav- 
el deposits of the four Ice Ages and 
the three warm periods between 
them that have marked the earth 
in the last million years. Human 
relics appear in the gravels onthe 
third of these days, the time when 
the second Ice Age covered many 
parts of the world with ice hun- 
dreds-of feet deep. 

These discoveries were reported 
by Dr, Helmut de Terra of the 
Philadelphia Academy of Natural 
Sciences and the American Museum 
of Natural History, New . York. 
They were made in the last two 
years with aid of the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Harvard, the American 
Philosophical Society, the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington and Har- 
vard University. 

Story of Improvement. 

Dr. de Terra said they enable 
scientists to visual the life pattern 
of Asia’s earliest known inhabi- 
tants. This pattern, he added, is 
an unbroken story of improvement: 

The new evidence may mean that 
man originated more or less simul- 
taneously in several parts of the 
earth. 

The seas invaded early man’s 
homelands and drove him _ out, 
changes of climate starved some of 
his civilizations, but the great hu- 
man race never faltered in beating 
all obstacles to rise to higher stand- 
ards. . 

The new calender covers a tri- 
agle of Southeastern Asia, more 
than 2000 miles on a side, from 
Peiping, China, to India, to Java. 

Part of this area was always 
warm or tropical. But the ice 
masses in its northern region and 
on the Himalayan Plateaus made 
clocklike changes in the rainfall 
and gravel deposits of rivers in the 
warm regions. 

This is the first time that the 
effects of ice ages have been 
mapped in tropical regions. To 
complete the ice age calendar, Dr. 
de Terra worked in Burma, near 
the middle of the triangle. 

In all the areas, the river ter- 
races were the same in number. 
These terraces are ancient deposits 
of gravel eroded from highlands 
during the periods of high rainfall. 

Home of Peking Man. 

At the north tip of this trifingle 
is the recently discovered home of 
Peking Man. At the South that of 
Pithecanthropus. At the east are 
Indian relics. These had been 
thought to be isolated groups of 
primitive men, 

The gravel calendar shows that 
the Peking Man was making the 
same kind of tools as Pithecan- 
thropus, at the same time. And 
that other men, whose bones have 
not yet been found, were making 
similar tools all over the great 
area at the same time. 
The tools were of stone.
